To the ministers and Churches of God 
in Georgia: At our ministers’ meeting, 
held at Macon, Ga., beginning Nov. 19th, 
a definite plan for the promotion of a 
camp ground and camp meeting for the 
state of Georgia was adopted, said plan 
being as follows: 

It was agreed that all Church of God 
ministers in Georgia pay $5.00 each and 
that each church raise an amount equal 
to ten cents per member, and send to the 
treasurer of the state headquarters fund 
within the next thirty days, or by Dec. 
20th. The treasurer of this fund is 
Graham Oglesby, Box 487, Macon, Ga. 
We trust that each minister and church 
will co-operate in this and send in their 
quota as early as possible so we can close 
the deal for the land. 

The ministers agreed to purchase 
enough land on each side of the local 
church’s property in Macon to establish a 
permanent camp ground for the state in 
connection with the land owned by the 
local church, which is about half the 
amount needed. 

The date for the camp meeting was set 
for July 9-19 and we must begin now to 
get ready for the meeting. H. W. Harvey, 
J. W. Culpepper, and W. M. Livingston 
were appointed as trustees of the camp 
ground. A camp meeting committee was 
also appointed, which is as follows: Gra- 
ham Oglesby, U. D. Tidwell, T. D. Toler, 
J. W. Culpepper, and H. W. Harvey. 

The state convention will be held in 
the month of May and we will use the 
camp meeting committee for the conven- 
tion committee also. We will use the same 
plan of free entertainment for those who 
attend the convention that we did last 
year. Each church will be expected to 
help bear the expenses either in produce 
or in money. 

We want to get our district conven- 
tions announced as early as possible. If 
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each district overseer will write me 
about what time they would like to have 
their convention it will help me to ar- 
range these conventions for the best in- 
terest of all. Please let me hear from you 
as early as possible. We will have to hold 
some of these conventions this winter and 
we would like for them to be in the 
southern part of the state on account of 
the weather. 

Brother Wesley Daniel was appointed 
state Sunday School superintendent for 
the time being as Brother Oglesby wished 
to resign. For the time being, the district 
overseers will serve as district superin- 
tendents of the Sunday Schools on their 
district and will please co-operate with 
Brother Daniel. 

Brother Early Tapley was appointed 
state secretary of the C. of G. Y. P. E. 
We trust that each district and local 
president will co-operate with him in car- 
rying out the work of this organization 
as outlined by the Assembly. (See As- 
sembly Minutes for instructions.) —Your 
co-worker, J. P. Hughes, overseer of 
Georgia.

ND these signs shall follow them 

that believe; In my name shall they 
cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues.” Mark 16:17. 


The first part of this verse says, “And 
these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve.” Oh, doesn’t it mean something to 
believe God’s Word? Believe Him and ail 
He says, for it’s going to take living and 
believing all the Word to stand all that’s 
soon coming on all the world. Now there 
are nine “‘shalls” in this chapter, from the 
16th thru the 18th verse. It is not a mis- 
take if we believe that signs will follow 
for God is just the same now as He was 
in olden times and the signs followed the 
people of olden times that believed.

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“he Failure of Infidelity

Y THE word “infidelity” is meant 

avowed unbelief. An infidel is an 
avowed unbeliever. There are various 
types of infidels, some being diests, some 
pantheists, some agnostics, and some athe- 
ists. The corrupt doctrine of infidelity 
has been noted for its attacks on Chris- 
tianity. It has been in the world a long 
time and has found its way to the present 
age with a strong, evil and corrupt in- 
fluence. It is very aggressive and critical, 
thus forcing the Christian scholar to de- 
fend Christianity constantly. But in this 
article I am forcing infidelity to take the 
defensive so that Christianity will have 
the opportunity to ask them to prove 
their doctrine. 

It must be said that some individuals 
of infidelity have given the world some 
worthy contributions, but in an organ- 
ized body they have done little. Their in- 
dividual contributions are worthy inas- 
much as they have done some good in 


the world along with their destructive 
influence. 
Lucretius (first century, A. D.) 


wrote a poem which displayed much 
knowledge of nature, but it was intended 
to destroy faith in supernatural beings. 

The French infidels of Voltaire’s day 
produced a great work called “The 
French Encyclopedia,” in which was a 
vast amount of knowledge for their day, 
but it was opposed to the Christian re- 
ligion in many things. 

Thomas Paine wrote some books that 
contributed a good deal to the indepen- 
dence of the United States. However, he 
destroyed almost all of his influence and 
friendships by attacking the Christian re- 
ligion. So we see that their works, even 
tho they are great in some respects, are 
very dangerous to endorse, 

Darwin, Huxley, and Spencer added 
much to our knowledge in science. Thom- 
as A. Edison has invented wonders for the 
world and has been a great man, but it 
is sad to say that he joined the unbeliev- 
ers in his last years. So, after all, their 
great contributions have done them no 
good. 

Let’s notice now the weakness of infi- 
delity: 

It builds no enduring institutions. 
Where are its colleges, its hospitals, its 
constructive works? Infidelity has scarce- 
ly a respectable hall in the country. 
Where have the free-thinkers a first-class 
college in all this country? But the Chris- 
tian religion, founded solely on the Bible, 
has built many colleges and other insti- 
tutions of higher education. Where the 


Christian religion has gone, there is a 
monotheistic influence left; where it has 
not been, heathenism, etc., prevails. 

Infidelity does not create any helpful 
literature. A few good works are given to 
us by unbelievers, but few have been up- 
lifting and inspiring. Many people have 
been converted and lifted from sin, thru 
Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” and 
“Spurgeon’s Sermons,” and other Chris- 
tian works, but how many have been con- 
verted and transformed from bad people 
to upright living by infidel writings? I 
challenge the infidels to bring forth their 
“twice-born” men. 

Infidelity has produced no great work 
in art. Nearly all art has been produced 
in interest of religion. Unbelief has not 
erected any great works of architecture. 
On the other hand, the great churches 
and cathedrals of Christianity dot the 
country throughout. Why are Christian 
people so much more in earnest than in- 
fidels? Because they have a God to whom 
they cling. Infideltiy has failed to create 
any great and inspiring music. Where are 
its hymns and inspiring songs? It has 
none—that is infidelity. 

This doctrine also raises doubts but 
solves no problems. If the Bible were to 
be rejected because of unbelief, would 
that solve a single problem of the soul 
of man? How shall we account for the 
origin of the universe, of man, of sin, of 
evil? Is man immortal? What comes af- 
ter death? These are serious questions and 
how needful it is that they be answered. 
Will the rejection of Christianity answer 
them? No! They will remain a blank 
mystery. BUT, if you accept Christianity 
you have the promise of their solution. 
What can infidelity offer in the place of 
these assurances? 

The doctrine of man from the infi- 
del’s viewpoint is one-sided. It treats him 
as if he were only physical and intellec- 
tual, and overlooks the spiritual and re- 
ligious sense of man, which is the high- 
est and most noble part of him. But the 
Bible teaches that man is “body, soul, and 
spirit,” and that godliness gives us a 
promise of life. Does infidelity assure you 
of life hereafter? Where is_ infidelity 
worthy to accept? It is a failure, yes a 
failure. 

Infidelity knows nothing of the regen- 
eration of the human nature by divine 
grace but simply leaves man to struggle 
with life in a selfish and sinful way. It 
even rejects the help that God offers the 
world. It destroys faith, and gives no 
other assurance. It robs man of hope and 
provides no substitute. Morally and spiri- 
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tually it is a failure. How many people 
become. moral thru the influence of in- 
fidelity? None, for it tends to corrupt 
Christian lives and destroy moral prin- 
ciples, 

On the other hand, Christianity offers 
regeneration by divine grace, assures us 
faith, hope, and charity thru Jesus 
Christ, and teaches morality in its fullest 
sense. Which is more pleasing to the 
mind, infidelity or Christianity? 

Unbelief in God also saps the founda- 
tions of morality, the very thing upon 
which morality is based. But morality 
exists, and it is a known fact that morali- 
ty is a quality or attribute of a person- 
ality. If there is no God, where do we 
have any right to say there is no such 
thing as morals?

There 
is no future, no victory, no comforting 
promises, but all is blank. 

But Christianity assures truth, knows 
and loves God, recognizes sin and its de- 
filement, and offers salvation.

After balancing the two contrasts, 
which side offers the weightier reasons 
for acceptance? Could you, reader, en- 
dorse these teachings of infidelity? I’m 
sure you cannot. Do not let any man tear 
down your house unless he can erect a 
better in its place. Christianity is far bet- 
ter than unbelief, therefore, we should 
not allow our faith to be destroyed.

For approximateiy seven years Brother 
L. C. Chambers and his wife, Sister Hat- 
tie Chambers, have had charge of the 
Boys’ Home, and as pastor and members 
of the local church residing in the com- 
munity where this home is located, we 
wish to express our high appreciation for 
the loyal and Christian way in which they 
have conducted the work at the home and 
the good spirit they have shown in the lo- 
cal church and among The Church of 
God people in this community. 

When they took the orphanage home, 
the farm house which the Boys’ Home 
now occupies was inadequate. There has 
been added to this home five rooms, also 
a nice play room encased with windows 
which makes it comfortable and very 
nice indeed for the children. The old 
barn was overhauled and sheds built on 
either side; much-needed machinery has 
been purchased and paid for. A large po- 
tato house, that will dry and take care of 
the potatoes for the use of the orphanage 
almost through the entire season, has 
been built; also spring houses, and, in 
fact, a general improvement on the en- 
tire premises has been made. 

There has been erected a large two- 
story house. The lower floor is used for 
cook room and dining room where a hun- 
dred boys could be fed if needs be. The 
upstairs has two matrons’ rooms, and a 
large sleeping hall where at least thirty 
boys could be cared for. 

The herd ot cows from six milch cows 
has grown to thirty odd. They have a 
nice team of mules, a nice team of mares, 
and many other domestic animals too 
numerous to mention, 

We wish to thank the Church at large 
for their contributions and gifts. They 
have made it possible for these who have 
een in charge to accomplish what they 
have in the care of the orphanage. 

There has been raised on the farm ev- 
ery year, from a thousand to twelve hun- 
dred bushels of corn, and every available 
space has been filled with hay to care for 
the stock thru the winter. 

We, as members and friends of the 
church in this community, wish to ex- 
press: first, our regret of losing them as 
managers of the home; second, to voice 
our approval and appreciation for their 
untiring efforts in caring for the chil- 
dren and improving the home. We be- 
lieve that no better management could be 
had. They have proved themselves capa- 
ble of, not only governing and taking 
care of the children’s spiritual welfare, 
but laying away supplies for the care and 
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proper food for the children during the 
winter months. 

As for Sister Chambers, we believe she 
is one of the most thorough, economical 
managers we have ever known. The mid- 
night hour has found her sitting up many 
nights patching garments for the chil- 
dren that most any one else would have 
thrown away. She has put forth her un- 
tiring efforts in mending clothes and 
trying every way possible to cut down 
the expenses of the orphanage. We do not 
believe her equal could hardly be found. 
She has thoroughly proved to our satis- 
faction that she has been worth many 
hundreds of dollars to the home in put- 
ting forth her efforts to can fruits and 
vegetables. We believe she can make more 
out of the resources she has on hand than 
any one we have ever known. 

She has, with her helpers, canned 
1,466 one-half gallon jars of fruit and 
vegetables for this winter. 

We also wish to express our apprecia- 
tion for the Orphanage Committee, They 
have labored faithfully and in their con- 
genial co-operation, with the manager and 
matrons of the home, they have bought 
and paid for this $8,000 home in seven 
years and improved it; and we, as mem- 
bers of this local church and community, 
wish to express our high appreciation for 
their untiring efforts. 

This is not intended to cast any re- 
flection on the committee who is now 
working, or any manager or matrons who 
may be employed. We as members of the 
church and citizens of the community 
stand ready to co-operate in any way we 
can to make this orphanage a success. 

We, the undersigned wish Brother and 
Sister Chambers Godspeed in any work 
they may undertake. We will miss them 
in the local services, for they have been 
of untold blessing to every one of us.
